2. Printing Press : 

(a) Outstanding Bills 

Rupees 2.20 lakhs were recoverable from various parties 
against bills outstanding upto 1966-67. As no details of 
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bills for this amount were available with the University, the 
Executive Council of the University in its meeting held on 
1st November 1976 has approved the write off of this, 
amount. 

As on 31st March 1975, the amount recoverable by the 
press in respect of 127 bills for the period from 1967-68 
to 1973-74 was Rs. 1.06 lakhs. The University intimated 
(November 1976) that this amount was reduced to Rs. 0.85 
lakhs us on 15th Oclober 1976. 

(b) Payments for materials not received. 

Certain type materials worth about Rs. 0.34 lakhs were 
stated to have been supplied by a party to the University 
Press during December 1965 to November 1967, payment 
for which was refused as the materials did not appear to 
have been received and were not accounted for. When 
the matter went to the court it came to light that the 
materials were received by some employees of the press. The 
University, however, contended that those employees were 
not authorised to receive such items and, ns such, their 


receipts could not be considered as valid. As a suitable 
duty list had not been prescribed by the press, the court did 
not accept the above plea of the University, As such 
under orders of the court, the University had to pay Rs. 0.44 
lakh (on account of cost of materials plus cost of suit etc.) 
to the party in 1974-75. The University appointed in' 
September 1974 an Enquiry Committee (reconstituted in 
June 1975) to look into the entire matter. The Committee’s 
Report, received by the University in August 1976, was 
placed before the Executive Council at its meeting held on 
15th September 1976 but consideration of the same was 
deferred (January 1977). 

3. Non-Utilisation of equipment : 

The Review Committee set up in July. 1974 to review the 
utilisation of equipments, stores etc. reported in August 
1975 that equipments of the value of about Rs. 18,18 lakhs 
procured by the University remained unutilised in various 
departments of the University for the reasons noted against 
each ; —

4. Unsold Stock of publications and unaccounted for 
books in the Department of Urdu \ 

After certain irregularities in the maintenance of accounts 
of printing, publication and sale of books in the department 
of Urdu were pointed out by Audit in May 1971, the 
University appointed an Enquiry Officer in August 1972 to 
examine the matter. On the basis of the report of the 
Rnqtliry Officer received in February 1974, the University 
set up a Committee in October 1975 to look into the allega- 
tions made in the report against certain officials. The report 
of Committee is awaited (November 1976). According to 
the information furnished by the University in November 
1976, 1035 copies of various publications (sale price 
Rs. 0.10 lakh) published between 1962 and 1970 remained 
unaccounted ior. 

Besides, out of 8,500 copies of eleven publications printed 
during the period 1961 to 1972, 5315 copies (sale value 
Rs. 0.38 lakh) remained unsold (November 1976). 

The University slated (November 1976) that agreements 
for the disposal of unsold books had been entered into with 
four booksellers duriDg the period November 1975 to June 
1976. 


5. Annual Accounts : 

(a) Deposits with University 

Out of Rs. 11,65,411 on account of deposits shown in 
the accounts (Liability side) partv-wisc details of 
Rs, 3,43,816 are not available with the University. The 
University stated (November 1976) that efforts were being 
made to work out party-wise balances, 

(b) Omission of Assets. 

Expenditure of Rs, 0.71 lakh on furniture and equipment 
under ‘other charges’ relating lo University college Of 
Medical Sciences has not been reflected in the Balance Sheet 
but has been included in the Income and Expenditure 
account as Miscellaneous Expenses. Value of about 500 
books appearing in the accession register has also been 
omitted to be shown in the Balance Sheet. The University 
stated (June 1976) that these would be taken into account 
in the balance sheet from 1975-76.
